Claims 1-5, 10, 14-22, 23, 26, 27, 28, 35-39, 44-59 and 51-53 (renumbered 1-32) are 
allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claimed invention of 
optimizing computer code in particular function in lining during compilation. Specifically, 
claims 1,10, 14, 23, 28, 35, 44 and 53 are directed to exhibits varying execution characteristics 
associated with corresponding execution paths, identifying a range of variable associated with 
first execution, code an in lining directive as part of a program comment statement associated 
with first execution path and selectively in lining computer code of the first execution path of the 
subprogram. Therefore, the claimed invention improves the performance by linkage removal of 
subprograms and includes the code to be restored in registers and removing the call site for better 
instruction scheduling and register allocation.
